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COMMENTS ON THE EXAMINER'S 
STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Sir: 

In reply to the Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance, provided with the Notice 
of Allowance dated October 27, 2005, Applicants submit the following comments. 

The Examiner offers reasons why the claims of the present application are allowable over 
the prior art of record. The Applicants agree with the Examiner's conclusion that the various 
inventions defined by the allowed claims are not taught or suggested by the prior art of record, 
whether taken either singly or in combination. The Applicants, however, wish to emphasize that 
it is the language of each claim, including the interrelationships and interconnections between 
various claimed elements, that define the invention claimed by the Applicants, and not the 
Examiner's paraphrasing of the claim language and/or the Examiner's recitation of additional 
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claim features with respect to any of the allowed claims. In particular, the Applicants note that 
claim 1 recites "collecting the secondary compound as a solid on a collection surface" and that it 
is actually the precursor compound that is trapped in the cold trap as a liquid or a solid rather 
than the secondary compound. Action at 2. Similarly, with respect to claim 21, the Applicants 
note that while the generator system includes both a "collector vessel" and a "cold trap," as 
illustrated in, for example, FIG. 1, the claimed apparatus does not include, and the claims do not 
require, that the apparatus include a "collector vessel including a collection surface for the 
collection of the secondary compound onto a cold trap." Action at 3.
